|°CONNELL'S STORY TO 
LANDIS LEAKS OUT 


New York, Oct. ‘15.—Frank Frisch, 
George Kelly and Ross Young, New 
York Giant players, implicated by 
Jimmy O’Conhell in the latter's at- 
tempted bribery of Heinie Sand, Phila- 
delphia shortstop, were exonerated cf 
all connection with the scandal by 


Commissioner Landis because O’Con- 
fiell’s story did not jibe with the cir- 
cumstances at the time of his action. 

This was disclosed today by a source 
close to Commissioner Landis ani 
established for the first time the real 
reason why, apart from their own de- 
nials, Friseh, Kelly and Young were 
cleared in the investigation which pre- 
ceded the world’s series. 


Stories Don’t Jibe. 


According to this source, O’Connell’s 
story of what happened before and 
after he approached Sand during the 
game at the Polo grounds Sept. 27 
was diametrically opposite to that re- 
lated by Sand and also the accounts 
given by the others called before Com- 
missioner Landis. 

Asked by Landis what he did after 
offering Sand $500 to “throw” the 
game, O’Connell was said to have re- 
lated that he walked to the batting 
cage and there told Kelly what hap- 
pened. Then, O’Connell said, he took 
part in batting practice. 

According to Sand, however, O’Con- 
nell did not approach any other player 
at once but went to the bench and sat 
alone in one corner. 


HINT AT MORE SCANDAL 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Oct. 15.—[{Special.] 
—Banishing two members of the New 
York ball club in the National league 
by Commissioner Kenesaw M. Landis

Food Figuring. | 

The vital essential in changing from 

a summer to a winter diet is to in- 

crease the amount of caloric food in 


the diet, the starchy foods and the fats. 
This is presuming that the summer diet 


has been rich in vegetables and fruits, ; 


and thatithis richness is to be con- 
tinued. It is easy to continue it with 
our present markets, though formerly 
winter diets did not commonly have 
these fruits and vegetables in sufficient 
abundance for health, or for keeping 
health over long periods of time. 

Because the winter diet was lacking 
in this respect, you could gamble’ on 
the fact that most families would have 
one or two members who would have 
an annual sickness, or at any rate 
| spring fever, while debilities increas 

until. there Was some great and often 
serious illness. 

— 

Calories, then, are what we are main- 
ly after now. A pound of bread will 
average 1,200 calories, and we have 
but to divide it into twelve slices to 
get 100 calorie portions, an easy, coun- 
ter. Some of the moisture is dried 
out when it is toasted, but this does 
not lessen the number of calories in it, 
although burning toast does. 

A small pat of butter measures about 
100 calories. By eating more slices of 
bread and butter a day enough addi- 
tional calories could be added to the 
diet, ample in fruits and vegetables, to 
enable the eater to do the extra work 
of keeping himself warm, required in 
chilly weather.
